Though perfectly clean apd apotless as
regarda " fair play from start to finish
the struggle was so bitterly waged that
onie by ape five of the players wero carried
podlly from the feld, each fighting his
captors lke o madman, and sobbing heart-
brokenly because they would not let him
play any more,

In fact, aurh an absolute do-or-dle spirit
{n rars even among collegiate players, and
was the featurs of the whole game. It
slone s voucher for the terrible strain
and ardor of the combnt, Instances were
many. Captain Folmer of Lincoln fell
fainting in the mecand half and sald that
he had heen playing for fifteen minutes
with broken ribs, which was found tn be
true

Injnred Man Would Not Qalit.

Then Lesh, Lincoln's left guard, was
hurt seriously early in the game and his
mates tried to force him to the side lines,
Btanding at bay. the linesman fought back
the substitute sent out to take his place
And then returned wildly to his work, Agaln
aod agaln he was hurt and as often defied
thoss who wished to lead him away. He
pluyed till the last three minutes, when
Matwon went in.

This feroeity on the gridiron was
matohed in the grandsiand. Partisanship
was of the most bitter nature. Rooting
wan fervid, Intense and constant, Linceln
supporiors wara sufficlently numerous to
vin in the volume of thelr vocal support
with the Omahans and the nolse was
trabled by the fact that mearly every spec-
tator used a megaphone.

Pvery man on the winning team played
as he has never played before, but two
partioular stars shone out befors all the
rest, They were Captain Englehardt and
Robertron.

Omnaha's Bright Stars.

“Billy” Englebardt wns a real captain
yesterday. He made both his team's touch-
downs, kicked one gonl and carried the ball
four times as far for his tenm as any other
player on It. In short, he was during por-
tions of the game literally the entire of-
fense. In the last half time and again he
ran the leather two, three, four, five, a half
dozen times In successlon, tearing vasl
gaps in the Lincoln line at each frash
charge. His punting was good, save for
the firat trial, which netted but ten yards.

Clyde Robertson, on tha other hand, Is
forward, a linesman, playing the peri-
phoral position of the whole game, “center
rush.” PBeing there, It wan naturally on the
defenes that this tall youth was enahled to
shine, and his work was truly phenocmenal.

Tha score by no means Indicates how
complately the visltors were annihilated,
These figures do. During the game Omaha
carried the ball 257 yards. Of these 123
were made tn the Arst half and 1204 o the
second. Lincoln meanwhile ran the plg-
skin only uninety seven yards in all, wov-
enty-seven of which were made In the firs
half.

Agnin  Omaha mades twenty-one
downe, ten In the Arst half., Lineoln made
but twelve, nine being In the first hall.
Omaha meanwhile lost the ball on downs
four times, Lincoln three, but the latter
kept this figure down so Jow by kioking
pix times Lo Omaba's thres, The comparl-
sons make plain the supariority of the boys
who wore purple and white-siriped stock-
iogs and jerseys,

The difference was not distinguishable,
however, unifl in the aecond half. For
twenty-five minutes in the first half the
struggle was terrific and always either (n
tha middle of the fleld or toward Omaha's
goal.

So
Omahn klcked agaln and took the ball from
Lincoln on the latter's thirty-yvard line.
There was a signal. Robertson and Mullen
of the Omaha line opened up o hole he-
twean center and guard large enough to
drive o wagon through and Englehardl was
speading away toward the goal.

Little Barwick, Lincoln's quarter, was
playing back., He saw the mighty captaly
coming ke the wind and made ready for
sure tackle, knowing that the game prob-
ably depended on that ors dive. But the
big fullback was also a dodger and juel as
Barwick made his leap Englehardt swerved
sharply to the right and Barwick shot past
the big red-stockinged lege, for which he
vainly reached. The rest was easy. [t was
& thirty-yard-line buck for a touchdown,
Englehardt kicked goal,

That was all for the first half. In the
secoud Lincoln came out determined to
wipe it all out, The visltors were as-
toundod. They had been certaln of victory.
But they reckoned once more without their
host, Their game In the second half 4l
not equal what they had already done
Omaha kept them worrled and they kicked
many times. Then they were unforiunnte
about being penallzed. Twice they got ten
yards and twice Jost the ball for holding.

When Referee Ringer found
the ball it was too Inehes over the gonl
Iine at the corner of the fleld, Engleharat
tried to punt out for a falr cutch, but
falled, so no goal was kicked.
